AMPLE STOCKS OF 
FODDER AND ROUTS. 


- - 


The report of the Free State Department of 
Lands and Agriculture on the agricultural 
conditions on March Ist last, states that, with 
the exception of some wet days at the begin- 
ning and during the last week of the month, 
the weather, on the whole, was mild and 
favourable for carrying out field operations. 
The ploughing of lea was completed in most 
counties. On the poorer lands, pastures are 
bare, but the grazing area of the Midlands 
still holds a fair covering. All over the country 
there are ample stocks of fodder and roots, 
which continue to be liberally fed to cattle. 


GRAIN PRICES. 

The sales of grain were on the same limited 
scale as last month. Prices for black feeding 
dats generally ranged between lls. to 12s. ód. 
per rel, and for white 12s. to 14s, per 
barrel, a slightly higher price being paid in 
Dublin. Samples of oats suitable for seed 
ranged from 16s. to 17s. 6d. per barrel, this 
price being exceeded in Counties Tipperary, 
Wicklow and Wexford. In the two latter 
counties barley for seed was purchased at from 
26s. to 35s. per barrel. In County Tipperary 
seed wheat made 40s. per barrel. 

In County Cavan scutching is nedrly com- 
pleted. Yields are from 3 to 6 stones per 
peck. of seed sown. The demand has im- 
proved, and up to 30 tons of scutched fibre 


were sold at from 8s, ód. to 10s. per stone. 


Satisfaction is expressed at the improvement 
in flax prices. Yields in Coynty Cork are 
estimated at 453 stones per bag of seed sown. 
Scutching is are gy rapidly ; prices offered 
are from 8s. 6d. to Ós, 6d. pér stone, and 
for tow 37s. 6d. per cwt. Some lots of flax 
from this county. have been sent forward to 
Belfast for sale. In County Donegal scutching 
is expected to finish about mid-March; yields 
are variable up to 5 cwts. per Cunningham 
acre. A keen demand now preévaiis and 
prices are advanced 5s. per cwt. Considerable 
quantities of scutched flax have been marketed 
at 8s. 6d. to 10s. 6d; per stone and scutched 
tow at 36s. to 57s. pér cwt. 

ATOES. 

Stocks are plentiful over the country, with 
the exception of parts of County Galway, 
where yields were low. The potatoes are keep- 
i well in pits. In Counties Kilkenny, 
Wicklow, and Donegal, prices ranged from 3s. 
to 4s. per ewt. In some districts of Counties 
Cork; Tipperary and Kerry 6s. to 8s. per cwt. 
was paid. Counties Galway and Leitrim 
rices are around 6s. per ewt. In County 
Monaghan large stocks of Kerr's Pink and 
Arran Victory are available, and prices are 
around 3s. 4d. per cwt. It is satisfactory to 
note that there is a brisk demand for the 
bog soil seed potatoes of all the varieties 
raised in the Athlone seed growing district. 
Weather conditions during the month favoured 
the growth of catch crops. 

CATTLE. 

Better supplies of cattle were on offer at 
fairs in most counties during the month, and 
a slight improvement in trade is reported. 
Prices for well conditioned storés and fat 
cattle of handy weights hardened. and the de- 
mand for voung stock in particular was keen. 
Fat cattle of mediim weight and good finish 
made 42s. to 45:s. and up to 47s. per cwt. in 
Counties Wexford, Dublin, Meath and 
Galwav; stronzer and coarser beasts were 
difficult to sell even at reduced prices. In 
Counties Leitrim, Roscommon and Cavan 
there was a fair demand for strong stores. 
Two to three years old stores generally ranged 
from £14 to £18 each, and up to £90 each 
in Counties Kilkenny, Limerick, Wexford, 
Westmeath, Roscommon and Galway. One to 
two year olds weré relatively higher in price 
at £21 to £16 each, while younger animals 
(10 to 12 months old) returned £8 to £11 
each. Calves were very dear, averaging 
around £4 each over the country, western 
prices being 10s. higher, and as much as £6 
each being paidin County Westmeath. Prices 
were, however, lower in Counties Cork, Tip- 
perary, Wicklow, Monaghan and Donegal. 
Milch cows and springers met a fair trade at 
£17 to £26 each, and springing heifers sold at 
almost as high price. Supplies of milk to 
creameries continue to be limited, but are 
normal for the period. 

SHEEP. 

With a few exceptions supplies at fairs were 
limited, the trade done being mainly in fat 
hoggets and ewes, for which there was a 
moderate demand. Fat sheep of the larger 
hreeds made around 60s. to each. In 
County Kildare prices were from 55s. to 65s. 
each: black-face hoggets and wethera in good 
condition made 35s. to 52s. 6d. each, In 
County Roscommon some Christmas dropped 
cross-bred lambs are reported to be nearly 
ready for the butcher. and a few sold at 65s. 
each. A plentiful supply of store sheep is re- 
ported from Cork, which sold at 40s. to 45s. 
each, In Dublin choice wethers returned £4 
and hoggets up to £5 each. In County 
Westmeath one to two veer old store 
sheep made 52s. 6d. to 60s. each, 
and in County Kerry 15s. to 30s. each was 
paid for blackface stores. In County Clare 
faitly large numbers of store sheep were on 
offer, but demand was poor. From all 
counties ewe flocks are reported to be 
healthy and in good -condition. 

THE PORK RADE. 

Supplies of fat pigs at fairs were. well 
maintained during the month, ahd prices 
were firmer, an advance of from 3s. to 5s. 
per vipa, in weight being mentioned in 
Counties van, Kerry, Leitrim, Limerick, 
Monaghan and King’s County. On the dead 
weight basis of sale prices ranged from 82s. 
to 64s. per owt. in County Clare; 83s. to 
85s, per cwt, in County Cork; 84s. and up 
to bob. te cwt. in County Kerry; 88s. per 
cwt, in County Kilkenny, and 87s. per ewt. 
in County Limerick, 77s. per cwt. being paid 
for * overweights”’ in the last county. In 
the Midland and Western Counties live 
weight of fat pigs were from 63s. to 66s. 
per cwt. in County Galway; 62s. to 64s. 
per cwt, in King’s Cotinty, and 64s. to 
per cwt. in County Roscommon. The price 
of pork in the Northern markets of Saorstat 
Eireann was from 9%. 6d. to 95s. per cyt. 
in County Cavan; 9s. to 92s. per ewt. in 
County Donegal, and 92s. per cwt. in County 
Monaghan. 

A marked increase is noticeable in several 
counties in the number of light weight pigs 
being marketed suitable for the Smithfield 
pork trade. Prices for such pigs were from 
ls. Id. to 1s. 3d. per Ib. im Lenten: and 
the prices paid to farmers for suitable pigs 
were from 107s. to 116s. per cwt. dead 
weight. Ample supplies of young pigs 
were on offer at markets in most counties. 
Prices show little change from the previous 
month. the general run being from 35s. to 
50s. each, according to size and age. Reports 
in general indicaté a continued increase in 
the number of young sows being kept for 
breeding and an extension of pig production. 

There was a somewhat better demand, and 
a slight improvement in the price of horses 
snitable for farm work, £20 to £28 each 
being paid in some counties. Young un- 
trained animals are difficult to sell, and can 
be purchased at from £10 to £14 each. 
The demand for good-class  Shrein con- 
tinues keen; in County Tippérary two to 
three year olds of hunter type made £40 to 
£50 each, while up to from £100 to £200 
was paid for made animals for the Ameri- 
can market. In Countiés Westmeath, Wick- 
low, Galway and Cork. also, saddle horses 
were keenly sought for, but comparatively 
few are coming on the market.

He was a member of 
the ScotStown Sinn Fein Club until hos- 
tilitiés arose against him, and was at a 
meeting at which the Belfast boycott was 
discussed. He had been vice-president of 
the club, he said, and this question of the 
Belfast boycott was a political matter, and 
not a private boycott. 

Mr. Wood read from a minute of the 
meeting of the Scotstown Sinn Fein Club of 
the llth September, 1921: *‘ The chairman 
referred to Gola demesne, which was about 
to be sold. He thought it should be 
divided into small farms and sold at a 
reasonable price, so that men in the neigh- 
bourhood, or who had sons in jail, should 
have 4 chance, and that no stranger should 
be allowed to come in and give an uh- 
reasonable price. 

“Had any one of the seventeen persons 
who pet this land a son in jail?” asked Mr. 
Wood. 

Plaintiff—No, they had not. 
A POLITICAL MATTER, 

Replying to further questions, the plaintiff 
said that he never heard of Mr. Black, :rom 
whom the land was purchased, being bvy- 
cotted. 

Mr. Wood, réturning to the minutes of a 
meeting of the club, asked if an item in 
them was not a boycott, under plaintifi’s 
vice-présidency, against Mr. Kelly, Ballinode. 

Plaintiff—That wis a political matter. | 
had very little interest in that. 

Mr. Wood—But wdsn’t it a personal mat- 
ter for Kelly ’—It was. 

Another méeting of the 18th September, 
“Mr, John Murray presiding, ‘that the cir- 
culation of the Belfast Telegraph and 
Northern Standard be stopped in the dis- 
trict.’ This was unanimously agree to.” 
Were you not, on the Sinn Fein club, apply- 
ing a boycott in respect of Mr. Kelly, Bal- 
linode’—Yes; but that was political. So far 
as I know, that was a general thing over 
the North of Ireland. 

Questioned aboiit the names of persons 
on the original list of proposed purchasers, 
and about the names on the list of those who 
got the lands, the plaintiff said that some 
of the ple whose names were on the 
original fist backed out because they could 
not raise the deposit money. At a meet- 
ing accusations were made that he and ‘his 
family had £400 in their pockets and the 
remainder of the land: to themselves, and 
that they had the timber which was ex: 
cluded from the sale. He knew that almost 
all the plotholders, with the exception of 
himself, his brother-in-law, his cousin, and 
Peter Sorahan, submitted to arbitration; 
but, he added, “I am aware they were 
cajoled and coerced.” The parish priest 
did not agree. 

Alter the 6th June, 1922, the boycott 
against him became very intense, but al- 
though he was beaten, as he had de- 
scribed, he never consulted a doctor in re- 
spect to his injuries.

On the 18th June he was 
asked out to the public road to see Thomas 
Smith. ith discussed what was to come 
off, and asked him to drop out with John 
Murray, or '“át would be a serious business,” 
but that he would be made all right if he 
dropped out. Witness replied that he h 
nothing to fear; that the land was bought 
and -paid for, and that if anything was 
wrong them take his cousin and him 
into court. “He told me I wonld rue it,” 
said the witness; ' that something terrible 
was going to come off.” i 

Witneas spoke of crowds coming to his 
house on three occasions in June, 1922, and 
also of being ‘‘atrésted.”” with the intiff, 
by a crowd on the 26th June, 1922. He saw 
some of the defendants in that crowd, he 
said. John MeGonnell. one of the men, had 
a stick, ahd was to “do for them” there 
and thén: “The cry was.” continued the 
witness, ‘‘‘Crucify them.’

There was “ir one bid of £800, 
which was given by Mr. Maher, solicitor, for 
Messrs. Toppin, Stokes and Quirke, who were 
puisne incumibrancers. Subsequently an ar- 
rangement was entered into by which Messrs. 
Yoppin and Maher. auctioneers, purchased 
the property for £900, the amount bid at 
the auction, from Mr. Patrick Rooney, 
solicitor,’ who: was the executor of 
Elizabeth Cranny, thé original plaintiff, 
on the understanding that the premises were 
afterwards to be put up for sale by public 
auction outside the Court, and any surplus 
over the figure mentionéd was to be paid 
over to the defendants—John Ryan and 
Helena Ryan, his wife. 

It then tramspired that there was £260 
odd due to the Land Commission in respect 
of arrears of annuity, and that the sum of 
£300 would not be sufficient to pay off the 
incumbrancers in the suit, the first mort. 
gagee, Mr. Patrick Rooney, Solicitor, and 
the arrears of the annuity. : 

The plaintiff institnted proceedings to have 
the sale to the purchasers (Messrs. Topping 
and Maher), rescinded, and .an order was 
made by Mr. Justice Meredith rescineding 
the sale. 

The purchasers having appealed from that 
order, the appeal was adjourned by the 
Court until the defendants were represented. 

Mr. P. J. McEnery (instructed by Mr. F 
W. Forrest), for the defendants, now stated 
that the arrangement was that the premises 
were to be sold outside the Court by the 
uisne incumbrancers, who had bought them 
ha Mr. Rooney for the £000, and that 
any aurplus realised at the sale was to be 
given to the defendants, after paying off the 
puisne incumbrancers’ charges. The defen- 
dants wished to have the order of Mr. Jus- 
tice Meredith reversed. 

Mr. McGuckin, for the Land Commission, 
said that the Land Commission were post- 
poning the discharge of their statutory 
duties for the sale of the premises for the 
arrears of the annuity pending the result of 
the appeal. 

The Court allowed the appeal, with costs. 

The Chief Justice, in giving judgment 
allowing the appeal, reviewed the facts of 
the case, and pointed out that it was Mr. 
Rooney's duty to have found out pre- 
vious to the sale for £900 how the defen- 
dants stood with the Land Commission. 
There was no evidence of fraud or mis- 
conduct on the part of the purchasers, or 
their solicitor, Mr. Maher. 3 

Mr. Justice FiteGibbon and Mr. Justice

Yesterday was the tg - and concluding 
day of the third trial of Eugene McKeever 
for the murder of an old man named John 
Smith, at Townparks, Ardeé. on the night 
of the 27th February, 1924. The trial ei 
at 6 o'clock, when the jury returned to Comt, 
after an absence of an hour, with a verdict 
of ‘‘ Not guilty.”’ 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., then intimated thai 
there was a further indictment against the 
prisoner, and he was put back. 

Yesterday mofning the prisoner was 
examined by his counsel, Mr. Lynn, who was 
instructed by Mr. Coffey, Dundalk. McKeevei 
told the jury that he was at his married 
sister's house on the night in quéstion from 
about 6.30 o'clock until between 10 and 11, 
when he left to go home. He, therefore, 
could not have been at Smith 's house between 
7.30 and 8 o'clock, when the murder. was 
committed. á 

Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, K.C., for 
the State, McKeever said that he knew the 
Smiths to be quiet, inoffensive men. He went 
to school with McArdle, but only knew Moore 
by appearance. He did not know Boyle until 
he met him in Dundalk Prison, where they 
were interned. He never carried arms, and 
was not on any “ stunts ” with Boyle. Evéry- 
thing that Boyle had sworn against him was 
false. He was friendly with Boyle until he 
heard that he was ‘‘in’’ for robbery. © 

Mr, Carrigan—Do you mean to tell the jury 
that you became unfriendly with Boyle 
because you were so shocked when you heard 
he was a robber ?. : 

“ When I told the other prisoners that he 
was in for robberv,” replied 
“ Boyle was angry with me.”’

OTHER MAN’S STORY. 

When the case for the défence closed, Henry 
Kieran and Owen Dalton were called by the 
rosecution to prove that McKeever knew

According to their evidence, Boyle and 
McKeayer raided a dance hall while armed 
with shotguns at the end of 1922 or the 
ag of 1923, and ordered a number of 
men, including the witnesses (Kieran and 
Dalton), outside the hall, where a shot was 
fired over their heads by Boyle, and they 
were warned against giving information to or 
having anything to do with Free State 
soldiers. That was before Boyle and 
McKeever were interned. 

Summing up, the judge declared that if the 
story told by Boyle was an invention it was 
worthy of the mind of a dramatist. Although 
illiterate, Boyle, he ‘said, must be a keen, 
clever, subtle man. “On his evidence,”’ 
added his lordship. “ the case for the prose- 
cution stands or falls.’’

In the London Court of Appeal, before 
the Lord Chief Justice and Lords Justices 
Bankes and Scrutton, Southampton Corpora- 
tion appealed from the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Swift, at Winchester Assizes, award- 
ing to the plaintiff, the late Mr. William 
Smith, a builder and contractor, carrying on 
business at Southampton, £1,250 damages for 
alleged trespass 

The lhtigatton arose in the erection by Mr. 
Smith of a block of tais in the Devonshire 
road, Southampten, and, upon the ground 
that he had contravened the by-laws, the 
defendants had pulled down two-thirds of the 
block above the second floor. The Corpora- 
tion's case was that Mr. Smith, an old 
offender against the by-laws, had undertaken 
to put right what he had done in contraven- 
tion of the by-laws, and it was only when he 
showed that he was not going to do so that 
the Corporation pulled down the offending 
part of the bailding.

The 
Corporation threatened demolition, and after 


discussion, Mr. Smith agreed to do the work 
required and to comply with the by-laws to 
the satisfaction of the architect. For that 
agreement he (the Lord Chief Justice) 
theught there was good consideration. . But 


‘he real point in the case was whether, be- 
lore the Corporation sent in their men a 

demolished two-thirds of the flats above the 
second floor, Mr. Smith had repudiated the 
agreemc:t. Under the agreement, Mr. Smith 
was given two months within which to com- 
plete the work under it; but the Corporation 
acted fourteen days before the time expired. 
Mr. Justice Swift found, as a fact, that Mr. 
Smith had net renudiated the agreement, 
hut that in fact he had been working as perd as 
he could in bringing the building into con- 
formity with the by-laws.

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The new Gresham Hotel, which will be 
opened in the later days of this month, has 
been constructed on the most up-to-date 
inethods to the design of Mr. Robert Atkin- 
son, F.R.I.B.A., Director of Education, Archi- 
tictural Association, London, and his partner,

The new hotel has a frontage of 120 feet, a 
depth of 73 feet, and rises 60 feet from the 
footpath to the tep of the mansard roof. 

The building is constructed with a steel 
frame, reinforced concrete floorg and stair: 
cases, with an asphalt roof. The steelwork is 
completely encased in concrete, rendering the 
brildine fireproof 

The frontage ‘is Portland stone faced with 
moulded and carved enrichments and balus 
trades, and an ornamental canopy over the 
entrance. A revolving door, flanked by emer- 
gency exits gives entrance to a _ spacious 
rubber-tiled hall. leading on the right to the 
restaurant, with sitting accommodation for 
over a hundred. Tc the left are the reception 
office. and ladies’ drawingroom. To the 
rear 1s the winter garden. with a special 
Avstralian red-woaod floor (accommodation for 
a hundred people), with a bar and a tea room. 
The first floor is occupied, on the street 
side, with a series of suites, each providing 
sitting, bedroom, bath and lavatory, and to 
the rear two small halls, suitable for 
private parties.

The second, third, fourth and fifth floors 
are occupied by bedrooms, with lavatory 
basin, hot and cold water, carpet, electric 
heating connection, easy chair, writing table, 
and telephone. 

The main staircase is at the north end, with 
a lift for passengers’ luggage. At the 
southern end is a service staircase, and a 


series of service lifts connecting every floor | 


with the kitchen in the basement. 


Here the most modern type of equipment | 


has been fitted. Coke, gas, steam and 
electricity are utilised in the various services, 
which occupy an area of 5Oft. x 60ft. Fuel 
cellars are under the footpath, and wine and 
ice cellars under the winter garden. 

The grill room in the basement, with accom- 
modation for 84, is entered from a lounge, 
which also gives access to a hairdressing 
saloon, smokeroom and gentlemen's cloak 
room. 

When the entire hote! has been rebuilt 
there will be 250 bedrooms, and at present 
more than half that number are available. 

A new Aberdeen Hall, with sitting accom 
modation for 600. and a balcony. will be con. 
structed to the rear of the winter garden 

The only fuel fires in the building are the 
boilers in the kitchen, fed by ‘coke: from 


these radiate a panel system of central heat- | 


ing. which warms the whole building. This 
method is a novelty in the Free State. 
Welded iron tubes, jin. in diameter, are em- 


bedded in the ceilings of ath rooms, and 
heated by hot water from the basement.

According to the scheme of Siemens- 
Schuckertwerke, which is now being carried 
out for providing electric power from the 
Shannon, a weir is being built below Lough 
Derg, about four miles south of Killaloe. 
This weir wil] raise the River Shannon to the 
level of Lough Derg, and divert the water 
along the Head Race, 114 kilometres long, to 
Ardnacrusha, where the Power House is to be 
built. Six turbines are to be put in for the 
full development, with a combined capacity 
of 180,000 h.p. At present it is only proposed 
to erect three turbines, as 90,000 h.p. is con- 
sidered sufficient to supply the demands of the 
lrish Free State in the near future. 

A temporary power station with nine 
Diesel engines of a total power of 4,180 h.p.

earth and 300,000 cubic metres of rock have 
to be excavated and transported along the 
Head Race Most of the earth is being 
excavated by five multiple bucket excavators. 

The trains which transport earth run on a 
special 90cm. gauge track between the tracks 
of the excavator, and pass underneath the 
latter. The track of the excavator must be 
moved away from time to time. The ordinary 
method of moving the track would have re- 
quired 40 men with levers, which is a very 
tedious and laborious operation. Nowadays 
the track is moved on large building sites with 
the aid of a special machine, shown in the 
accompanying» illustraticn. 

The Arbens-Kammerer machine consists cf 
approximately 15m. long girders between 
movable supporting frames. After the 
machine has been placed in position a loco- 
motive moves it along the transport track, 
and as it moves it lifts the track and shifts it 
sideways, so that in a few minutes the trans- 
port, as well as the excavator track, which 
Is laid on the same sleepers, is moved into 
its new position,

TELEPHONE EXTENSIONS. 

The Telephone Capital Bill came on for 
second reading. :

Mr. P. J. Brady disagreed with the 
Minister’s suggestion that the difficulty was 
hut a temporary one.

left no room for doubt that at an early date 
it would have to be amended. He was 
authorised officially by the solicitors’ profes- 
to suggest that the bill would prove 
merely a stop-gap.

- The Felect Committee p ned 
consideration of the bill to enable beg mm 
to ask for the appointment of a Joint Com- 
mittee of the two Chambers to go fully into 
the question of the eligibility of Senators for 
membership of the Council. 

The Senate, as a result, sent a message to 
the Dail suggesting that the formation of 
such a committee was expedient, and the 
Dail, by a majority, rejected the posal, 
the Minister of Justice making the point 
that the Senate’s treatment of the Amending 
Bill suggested an effort to coerce the Dail, 
the implied threat being that if the Dail did 
not agree to the formation of a Joint Com- 
mittee the bill would be *‘ held up” in the 
other Chamber. 

When the matter came before the Senate 
yesterday in the form of a message from the 

ail, referred to above, the Chairman ex- 
plained that, to regularise the position now, 
it was necessary that a motion should be 
made for the resumption of consideration of 
the Amending Bill. 

NO THREAT. 

Mr. Douglas said that it seemed to hun 
that the Minister of Justice had misled the 
Dail as to the intention» of the Senate. In 
any action it had taken the Senate was not 
inspired by a desire to.convey a threat in 
any shape or form, and he thought that they 
shoyld protest vigorously against the sugges- 
tin that they had endeavoured to use a 
Constitution Amending Bill for bargaining. 
It was much to be regretted that the Minister 
for Justice had made such a statement; it 
would not help to maintain good relations 
between the two Heuses. 

Mr. Kenny said that, if there was any 
direction in which the Constitution could be 
usefully amended, it would be in the direction 
of making some provision that would prevent 
a recurrence of the situations that had been 
created in the Senate through no fault of 
the House, but simrly through want of better 
machinery and a better mode of procedure.

HOURS OF SALE IN GOLF CLUBS. 


The Dail resumed discussion of the Com- 
mittee stage of the Intoxicating Liquor Bill. 

Mr. Lyons moved án amendment that the 
split. hours should not apply to clubs on 
Sundays, and that they should be allowed to 
open from 1 o'clock until 9 o'clock p.m. The 
bill provides for the closing of clubs on 
Sunday between ó o'clock and 6 o'clock. 

Professor Thrift thought it should be pos- 
sible to have a different kind of licence for an 
athletic club, which did not require to be 
open after dark in the winter. 

The Minister said that if golf clubs wanted 
a statutory recognition distinguishing them 
from other clubs they had better keep the 
outdoor game aspect of their existence in the 
forefront, and see that it was not obscured 
and crowded out by a membership that was 
in & large proportion a drinking and social 
membership rather than a golf-playing mem- 
bership. He was aware that the question of 
bar we was a very important matter for 
some golf clubs, some of which were able to 
show a credit balance at the end of the year, 
and which would show a substantial debit 
balance but for their receipts from the sale 
and consumption of intoxicating liquor. 

Sir James Craig said that, so far as three 
or four of the golf clubs with which he had 
been connected were concerned, there was 
never anything in the way of drinking, and 
he thought it was rather hard that clubs 
which were conducted in a respectable way 
should not have some consideration extended 


to them.

Sir James Craig “said that in all the evi- 
dence put: before the Commission there was.a 
strong volume of opinion against the con- 
tinuance of wine licences, Personally, he 
held the opinion that the use of wine had 
not the same tendency to lead to drunken- 
ness as the use of spirits or porter, bat the 
Commission had evidence that there was a 
great amount of wine drinking among women 
and girls. The Minister was faced with the 
difficulty of the chemists, who would have to 
have a licence to sell medicated wines. The 
Commission was told that many chemists’ 
shops in Dublin were merely wine retailers, 
but fróm his own “ena he would say 
that the respectable chemists ‘sell. only medi- 
cated wines. ' He thought that the descretion 
to grant licences should rest with some court, 
i not with the Revenue Commissioners. 

Mr. O'Higgins, having explained the exist- 
ing position with regard to wine licences, 
said that it was his intention to ask the 
Minister for Finance to give instructions to 
the Commissioners that no wine licences shall 
be issued to any persons who did not hold a 
spirit grocer’s licence. It was his intention to 
leave over further action in the matter of wine 
licences for the next bill dealing with certain 
recommendations of the Commission not 
covered by the present measure. He was 
willing to accept ‘the principle of Deputy 
Redmond's amendment, subject..to its ex: 
amination by the draughtsmen. 

The Committee stage concluded, and the 
Report stage was fixed for the 22nd inst. 

LAND BILL FINANCE. 

President Cosgrave moved a series of reso- 
lutions providing for the financing in parti- 
cular instances of the Land Act at present 
before the House as a bill. 

He said that under the bill the Minister 
for Finance was authorised to create and 
issue Land Bonds for the purposes of the 
proposed Act, and the sums required for 
meeting the interest and sinking fund pay- 
ments on the bonds would be charged upon 
the Central Fund in the event of the money 
to credit of the Land Bond Fund being found 
at any time insufficient to meet these pay- 
ments. Under the 1923 Act the Land Com- 
mission had no power to fix the appointed 
day for a holding until all the compounded 
arrears had been collected from a tenant. 
That led to a great deal of delay and conse- 
quent inconvenience to the nos Ala and the 
present Dill provided for adding the com- 
pounded arrears of rent to the purchase 
money in cases where the Land Commission 
deemed such a course expedient, The amount 
so added would be paid off by additional 
purchase annuities. t was estimated that 
the provisions of this section would lead to 
the creation of additional land bonds to the 
extent of £576,000. 

TURBARY RIGHTS. 

Section 35 of the bill enabled the Land 
Commission to make such payment as they 
considered reasonable or just to the persons 
who were entitled to the turbary rights on 
holdings before the holdings vested in the 
Land Commission. Another case requiring 
the creation of additional land bonds was 
dealt with in Section 37 of the bill, which 
enabled the Land Commission to purchase 
and re-sell lands bought by committees for 


ithe use of owners of uneconomic holdings, 


landless men, and other people. The total 
amount of bonds to be issued for all such 
cases was estimated to be between £360,000 
and £450,000. 

Section 6 enabled the Judicial Commissioner 
in the case of building ground to exclude 
only so much of the building ground as was 
suitable for building. In the existing state 
of the law he was bound to exclude the 
entire holding, though only part of it might 
be suitable for building. Section 7 brought 
holdings with disused mill buildings upon 
them within the scope of the Act of 1923, 
provided that the holding was substantially 
agricultural or pastoral. 

Section 9 admitted to the benefit of the 
Act, 1925, sub-tenancies on pur- 
chased holdings, and Section 10 dealt with 
the question of fee-farm grants, renewable 
leases, and leases for long terms in the case 
of land situate in non-congested districts 
counties. Under the present bill the Land 
Commission can by order declare that a 
parcel of land shall vest in the Land Com- 
mission on the appointed day. The effect 
of that would be that the proprietor of the 
parcel of land so vested in the Land Com- 
mission would receive the price of the par- 
cel in land bonds. Some of the land bonds 
would be used to pay off superior interests, 
and the remainder would be retained by the 
proprietor, who would repay the whole 
amount of the advance by means of a pur- 
chase annuity. The bill also enabled the 
Land Commission to purchase labourers’ cot- 
tages from local authorities for a price pay- 
able in land bonds. 

ADDITIONAL ANNUITIES. 

It has been held that the Land Commis- 
sion had power to expend money on im- 
provements only in the case of Jands bought 
under the 1905 Act and subsequent Land 
Purchase Acts, and it was considered desir- 
able to extend those powérs in order to 
enable the Land Commission to exercise their 
powers under the Land Act of 1923, where 
rights of way might have to be givén, ant 
for drainage and turbary schemes and the 
like. The money expended would as iar as 
possible be repayable by the proprietor cf 
the lands by means. of additional annuities. 
In some cases an additional annuity, when 
added to the purchase anvuity, would make 
the holding uneconomic, and power was 
taken to make free grants to meet suca a 
situation. 

Section 24 of the bill dealt with the case 
of losses on resales of untenanted. land in 
congested districts. The Land Commission 
had no power to withdraw from thé sale in 
such cases if they considered the price fixed 
by the Judicial Commissionerfor the land too 
high, and, they could not ask the purchasers 
on resale to pay more than they thought the 
land is eth. The section also dealt with 
losses on the resale of lands which the Land 
Commission had deemed it necessary to 
acquire for improvement or enlargement or 
the relief of congestion and the like. It was 
estimated that the aggregate purchase money 
originally paid for the lands coming under 
Section 37 was between £360,000 and £4£0,000, 
and that the loss on resale would be between 
£120,000 and £150,000. The Land Bonds re- 
presenting the loss of resale would be 
amortised by annual payments from voted 
moneys of between £5,700 and £7,125, when 
all the lands in question were vested. 

LAND BANK ADVANCES. 

» Section.41 was designed to meet the similar 
case of lands purchased by means of advances 
from the National Land Bank. There were 
49 estates bought by these means, and the 
purchase money fixed under the Act of 1923 
was estimated to amount to about £360,000. 
without taking into account the State con- 
tribution. The actual value of the lands was, 
however, about £100,000 less than that sum. 
and the Land Bonds representing that 
difference, which would be the loss on resale. 
would be r m by annual payments of 
about £4,760 from voted moneys. e section 
was retrospective in character, and it was 
proposed to relieve societies and bodies of 
trustees from the necessity of paying up so 
much of the arrears due in respect of the 
annual sums payable by them from the 
appos ited day as the Land Commission certify 
should not be a charge on the lands. It is not 
ex that the arrears so certified will 
amount to more than about £7,000 Gener- 
ally, it might be stated that the annual 
charge on public moneys necessitated by the 
provisions of the bill was not likely to exceed 

20,000, exclusive of expenditure on improve 
ments. 

CUTTING OF TREES, 


The House, in Committee, then considered

Mr. John Good said that large sums of

all had knowledge of sites for building which 
would not be available in anything approach- 
ing five years.

NEW INSTALLATION AT 
FOYNES. 

The development of the Port of Foynes in 
recent years reached a further important 
stage yesterday when the Irish-American Vil 
Company's new oil and petro! installation 
plant and premises, situated on the out- 
skirts of the village, were formally opened. 
In connection with the event the motor ship, 
Shidrecht (Captain Osteen), from Phila- 
delphia, was berthed yesterday morning, 
having on board a cargo of 6, tons of 
petroleum and other oil products. These 
works, which have been in the course of 
construction for the past fifteen months, 
comprise four bulk storage tanks, capable 
of holding three and a half million galions ; 
a can-filling shed, tin repairing shed, garage 
accommodation, offices end merchandise 
stores, all planned on the most up-to-date 
lines. The company has construeted a 
private railway siding, connected with the 
Great Southern system, for the purpose of 
dealing with the rail transport of their pro- 
ducts, which will be conveyed by their own 
motor engine. 

This new installation has been known as 
the Irish-American Oil Company's ‘ Shannon 
Scheme,” and was planned and completed 
with the assistance and co-operation of the 
late Lord Monteagle and. Mr. Wilkinson, his 
agent. 

The new premises cover an area of three 
acres, and the works cost something like

“The second reading of the Merrion 
Square (Dublin) Bill was-catried yesterday 
in the Free State Senate by the Chair- 
man s casting vote, If General Sir William 
Hickie, who opposed the motion, had sup- 
ported bis. speech with his vote, the scheme 
for the -. erection of a ‘national war 
memorial in Merrion squate would have 
beerr ‘killed: there and then. Its* narrow 
escape furnishes a significant proof of the 
divided, state of -publicopinion on this 
subject... We shall. not -re-tell the history 
of the seheme, whichis: well-known to. our 
readers... “The splendid. valeur and terrible 
sacrifices of our Irish soldiers demanded a 
fitting memorial, and a sum of nearly 
for the purpose, After many delays—the 
result of politica] 
disorder-—the appointed committee decided 
that-the-national-tribute should take the 
shape of a: memorial park in Merrion 
square; and the sanction of fhe Courts 
has been obtained for this scheme. Thus

The report of the Board of Guardians 
for the Chester-le-Street Union, which was 
laid on the table of the House of Commons 
yesterday, affords a useful warning against 
experiments in Socialist - administration. 
Chester-le-Street is a small town in 
Durham, inhabited almost entirely by 
miners and their families. When the 
general. strike was. declared last. Mag it 
had a Board of Guardians oí 59 members, 
no fewer than 47 of whom were cyowetl | 
Socialists. - From May until September 
this Board had a most interesting career ; 
but, unfortunately, it fell foul of the 
Ministry of Health, with the. result that. 
Mr. -Neville-Chamberlain ordered its dis 
solution, and replaced it by a ‘board of 
three members, who now have submitted 
their report. Chester-le-Street was wall pre. 
pared for the coal stoppage. A weak after 
the beginning of the strike an emergency 
committee of five was -formed “in order to 
deal “with the distress which was certain 
to-arisé. “This committee was given power 
to add to its numbers, and took advantage 
of its power promptly to eo-opt all “the 
remaining Socialist members of the Board 
of Guardians, thus creating a solid com- 
mittee of miners and their wives. > While 
it: held office the committee enjoyed itself 
thoroughly. The whole population of 
Chester-le-Street, with few exceptions, 
was -enrolled on -the list of. those whoa 
entitled to outdoor relief. The 
Guardians refused to allow the people's 
co-operative pass-books tobe inspected, 
lest some applicants might be disqualfied ; 
and during the months of July and 
August they dispensed public funds . to 
the amount of about £11,500 every 
week. A harsh law prevented the 
Guardians themselves from © accepting 
outdoor relief; but Chester-le-Street was 
Consequently, when the 
mining population arrived for-its weekly 
“dole,” it found a gentleman at the seat 
of custom with a hat, inviting successful 
applicants not to forget the needs of their 
benefactors. 

The Union's funds, however, quickly 
were exhausted, and a debt of £178,000 
was Incurred before Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain’ intervened. The new board was 
appointed to cleanse the Augean stables, 
with the result that very drastic changes 
were made. Qn one day in October no 
fewer than twenty-four persons. were. con- 
victed of having obtained: relief to tha: 
total amount of £256 on false pretences ; 
but the report declares, in extentiation of 
their offence, that they had been en- 
couraged by the Guardians. Hitherto 
the Borough of Poplar has held the 
palm extravagant administration ;: 
but now it must yield pride of place to 
Ohester-le-Street. A more flagrant: abuse 
of public trust never has been committed. 
Not only did the Guardians givé relief to 
all and sundry in complete disregard of 
public morality ;.the report alleges that 
they even prevented men from accepting 
offers of work during the period of their 
administration, Britain’s domestic pros- 
perity is based largely on the excellence of 
her local government, but Chester-le-Street 
has damaged this fine record. The per- 
formance ef its Guardians is as rare- as 
it is disquieting, and it is to be hoped 
that the people of England will take heed 
of the warning which it gives... There is 
much glib talk of Socialism at present, 
In several- by-elections recently Socialist 
candidates have been returned with com- 
fortable majorities, apparently on the 
principle that every dog is entitled to | 
one bite. —The experiences of Chester-le- 
Street, however, foreshadow the results of 
a purely Socialist England. 
What happened in Durham yesterday 
might happen in Whitehall to-morrow ; 
and henceforward every British citizen 
who votes for a ‘Red’ will . know 
precisely what. to expect from the Gevern- 
ment of his choice. 
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The. Yangtse. 


The Yangtse, which empties into the 
ocean just above Shanghai, and forms, 
roughly, the dividing line between 
Northern and Southern China, is tne of 
the greatest waterways of the world. 
Nevertheless, ‘‘few in Europe’’—as a 
writer in Chembers’s Journal. remarks— 
“know anyt®ing, beyond the name, of 
China’s central river.’’ It is difficult for 
islanders, accustomed only to rivers. which 
never bear larger craft upon their waters 
than the power-driven barges that 
navigate the Liffey for a distance of a 
mile, to conceive the immensity of such 
rivers as the Nile, the Ganges and the 
Mississippi. It is the more difficult to 
form an image of the Yangtse because its 
thousands of miles of winding waters flow. 
through what virtually isan unknown 
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foot of —— walled -city— ‘the 


City of Thousand * Temples,’ or ‘Yuin 
Yang, the Town’ of the: ‘Sun. “On 
the fourth day from Hankow, a vast 
city of grey;-~tiered “wallm-is reached, 
volumes of © traflic— 
steamers», junks “and sampans—are ‘con- 
gregated. This’ is: Chungking, | capital of 
the inland province of Szechwan, Steam- 
boats travel’250 miles yet farther up: the 
river ; but so mighty are the torrents: pour- 
ing through gorges' from’ the Asiatic water- 
shed that, if the native boatman comes 
safe, he will fire off:fusillades of: crackers 
in .thanksgiving to the spirit-dragon. of 
the river." .- ~~ NUA Há ; 
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Feathered Friends. 


Our human: friends now are returning 
from their winter refuges onthe Medi- 
terranean, and now -daily we watch for 
the first flights. of feathered folk coming 
back from the warm lands of winter 
migration. During March the upper air 
is full of winged traffic. « Woodcocks, 
chaffinches and staflings are leaving us. 
The. wild geese, whose arrow-shaped ranks 
sometimes hurried through. wintry skies 
over Dublin,-to.the delight of the observer, 
are banished from: their. mild retreats: by 
the first breaths of spring. In Norway 
Irish birds will nest. Soon, however, the 
eaves of our houses will be noisy with the 
rejoicing twitter of swallow; and house- 
martin, back from sunny lands. These 
are the most familiar migrants, and 
everyone has: wondered at the notion of 
their long: journeys, and the sureness ‘of 
their re-discovery of their old homes, mere 
dots upon the ‘continental expanses over 
which: they range. Their migration, 
however, is but one small phase of a 
mighty general movement of the feathered 
world from..North- &o- South - and - from 
South to North every year.. Birds ringed 
in Britain have been recovered in South 
Africa. “Knowledge of the meahs by which 
birds move so swiftly Sis: still incomplete ; 
and men of science are undecided whether 
the migrating hosts. ride upon the wind 
or regularly fly against ib, Often the 
returning visitors. are. seán” to come. 
ts land in the teeth’ of great gusts; but 
many students of the habits of birds argue 
that they are séeh simply because the 
wind is against them, and that far greater. 
numbers come ashore unseen’ because of 
their vast rapidity, flying in the high air 
upon favourable winds — : 
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THE CHINESE COOLIE. 
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A WORKER, NOT: A: FIGHTER: 


(BY LEE KAY.) 

Vespite the present internecine strife im 
China, the Celestials are not fighters The 
coolie class, from which the armies are com- 
pulsorily recruited to a large extent, meon 
to fight oratorically rather than with lethal 
weapons.- A piece of repartee that makes an 
gu ange ‘lose. face ' before: :a . tittering 
gallery “is their counterpart of a Western 
knock-out punch. Many of the alleged battles 
between the Southern and Northern armies 
have been ne more deadiy than: screen. fights 
Indeed. on one occasion, when two sections. of 
these armies clinched, both sides adjourned 
for luncheon and a downpour of rain pre- 
vented a resumption of hostilities,.as neither 
force would léave the -shelter of its tmbrellas. 
It may have been cricket, but it certainly 
was not war. 

‘The thousand and one ‘walled cities—not 
fo mention: the Great Wall itself—were 
laboriously erected as a better insurance 
against invasion than the continual recourse 
to-arms. The Chinaman 1s a worker, not a 
fighter, as these structures: prove; yet any 
attempt by a European fates to. pene- 
trate deeply. .into.. the interior . would 
be ffaught with perl.. Outside the 
port towns, roads, as we» know them, 
as well as rajlways, are. virtually non- 
existent. Except where waterways exist, 
the only links between even important towns 
are narrow, flag paths running through 
the’ flooded’ rice-fields. To traverse these, 
properly equipped modern soldiers could not 
march in comfort more than two abreast, and 
the transport of field guns would be as 
physically immposmble as the tax. of provi 
sioning such an army in a hostile country, 


THE COOLIES' BURDEN. 

An “army. marches on its stomach, and 
it m here that the Celestial soldier is at a 
huge advantage. . Recruited-from the coohe 
class, he will not only outecarry, but out- 
stay, any white troops. Though physically 
inferior in appearance to the Westerner, he 
can carry burdens that any of our átrong 
mén' would find it difficult (o move. ) The 
average load of a coolie is in the neighbour- 
hood of fifteen stone, and he will carry this 
for twelve hours. a day, for weeks on end, 
uncomplainingly. He naturally cannot lift 
this burden, bat once it. is placed on his 
shoulders, whether balanced in equal. parts 
on @ pole, or on a -wooden framework on his 
back, as the pei-fu carries it, he will actually 
trot. with it, if necessary. -A couple of times 
a day he stops for his frugal bowl of rice 
and vegetables, and at night he throws him- 
self on the earthen floor of an overcrowded; 
fetid inn, where he sleeps the sleep of the 
just. . With. proper. leadership abd equip- 
ment, an army composed of this. material 
would beat the best troops the Western 
Army could Bory in the field. 

. YELLOW VIRTUES. : 

Luckily for us, the Chinese coolie lacks the 
fighting temperament. .He may not be. a 
hero on the battlefield, and he is often an 
opium addict, but, in an age when it? is 
“good medicine’ to. vilify your opponent, 
it is only fair to say that he possesses. many 
sterling qualities. He is a magnifixaat 
worker, bears pain stoically and seidom gives 
way to: anger. He is as honest as the 
European. worker, and this under conditions 
that: tend towards dishonesty. Bolshevist 
teachings will hardly make him “‘ see red "’; 
for he 1s, of all races, the great upholder of 
the family. tradition, . which is. essentially 
opposed to Bolshévism.

About seven years ago Mr. Fitzgerald 
acquired financial control of -the Freemans 
Jcurnd, and this enterprise involuntarily 
led him into some of the most exciting 
episodes of his life. The journal adopted a 
strong attitude during the struggle against 
the British régime in Ireland, and on several 
occasions its offices in Townsend street were 
invaded by armed forces.
